The 
enterprlzlng class ofilcers saw 
that the stamp sales table was 
deluged that noon, and a few 
hours later the junior class 
claimed 100 per cent. Almost 
before this could be verified the 
next day the seniors had also 
reached the goal. Two days lat- 
er on the morning of Jan. 18 it 
was announced that the other 
two classes had hit the top. 

As disclosed the following 
week, the prize was a trip to 
the Bethel Theater to see “Drag- 
on Seed” on Jan. 29. Because 
of the spirit shown by all four 
classes, this was enjoyed by thi 
whole school rather than just 
the winning juniors. 

Out of nil this It seems that 
many students discovered that 
buying a war stamp isn't quite 
as distasteful a duty as previ- 
ous records will attempt to 
show. Some say, “Why not have 
100 per cent every week instead 
of Just every month?”

A summer of basic' 
training at Camp Fannin, Tex- 
as, was followed by engineer s 
schooling at the University of 
Cincinnati. At the time of the 
cut-down in A. S. T. P. last year 
Colby was moved to the medical 
detachment of an armored In- 
fantry battalion. After a few 
months at Camp Campbell, Ken- 
tucky, this unit was sent over- 
seas to help compose the Sev- 
enth Army, which wns soon to
